Sir, I am afraid that Michael 
Ivens, in his reply (March 19) to 
the letter from Dr Buzan and 
others, gives a demonstrably 
inaccurate picture of the present 
Law of the Sea Draft Convention.

Sir The lerter ir your columns of 
March 17 from Dr Buzan and his 
colleagues at Warwick Univer- 
.sity, lamenting the atüirude of the
